NOTES 


Since  our  April  1st.  i.ssue  of  Seed  Notes,  there  has  been  an  unusual  heat'y  demand  for  all  kinds  of  Field  and  Garden 
Seeds,  with  acute  shortages  and  sharply  higher  prices  developing  on  many  items.  Alfalfa  and  Clovers  are  unchanged 
with  only  a fair  demand.  Timothy  movement  fair  at  steady  prices.  There  has  developed  an  acpte  shortage  and  corre- 
spondingly higher  prices  on  Sudan  Grass.  The  low  prices  on  it  early  in  the  season  developed  a heavy  demand,  using  up 
the  surplus  stocks  before  dealers  were  aware  of  what  was  happening.  We  would  not  be  surprised  to  see  still  higher  prices 
yet.  Kentucky  Blue  Grass  continues  very  scarce  and  high,  only  a few  dealers  able  to  supply  it  at  any  price.  The  demand 
for  Wheat  is  not  so  urgent  as  earlier  in  the  season.  Oats,  Barley  and  Corn  in  good  demand  at  slightly  higher  prices. 
Pinto  Beans  are  higher  with  an  increased  demand  for  both  table  and  seeding  purposes.  Every  indication  points  to  an 
acute,  shortage  and  still  higher  prices  before  seeding  is  completed.  Potatoes,  especially  good  stock,  are  scarce  and  higher. 
We  have  our  last  car  of  Minnesota  Red  River  Ohios  in  transit  due  the  third,  and  when  these  are  gone  vdll  be  unable 
to  secure  more.  Have  some  extra  fine  Brown  Beauties  and  Russet  Burbanks.  If  you  are  going  to  need  any  more  po- 
tatoes get  your  order  in  early.  “First  Come,  First  Served.”  The  demand  for  Poultry  Supplies  continues  heavy,  indi- 
cating an  increase  in  this  line  which  is  proving  to  be  a most  profitable  one  as  it  does  not  require  a great  deal  of  capital 
to  get  it  started.  The  demand  .for  Nursery  Stock  and  Plants  has  been  excessively  heavy  -with  many  items  of  Nursery 
Stock  exhausted.  The  demand  and  movement  of  Plants  has  been  the  heaviest  in  our  experience.  We  doubled  our  Plant- 
growing facilities  this  season  and,  with  this  increase,  will  be  able  to  supply  the  unusual  demand.  We  will  have  million.* 
of  Cabbage,  Cauliflower,  Tomatoes  and  Sweet  Potato  plants,  and  will  supply  these  at  prices  quoted  as  long  as  we  have 
thems  Get  your  orders  in  early,  giving  us  plenty  of  time  to  get  them  out.  1922  is  going  to  be  our  Banner  year  on 
Garden  Seeds  as  the  demand  so  far  exceeds  the  war-time  demand  and  Colorado  will  have  more  than  double  the  amount 
of  Vegetables  this  year  than  in  the  past.  We  prepared  early  for  this  demand  and  still  have  good  stocks  of  nearly  every- 
thing we  list.
